"Whether the Venezuelan question be 


settled peacefully or "by the 
arbitrament 


of -war, one benefit will come not only to 
the United States but to every other 
American republic on the "Western hemis- 
phere. 


The so-culled international 
code 
is 


agreed upon "by the great powers 
of 


Europe for the purpose of preserving the 
balance of power and regulating any con- 
troversy that may arise among them. 


"With, those aations tha* code is. binding 


under the penalty ol war upon. the offend- 
ing nation by all the others, 


The code is of their own construction, 


made to suit their purposes and in it the 
United States has had but little share. 


Accordingly, now that H dispute has 


arisen between the United 
States and 


England, the latter holds .up the interna- 
tional code and says that it .does not con- 
tain the Monroe doctrine. 


On that ground then Prime llinister 


Salisbury claims that in the. settlement ol 
the Venezuelan question .the Monroe doc- 
trine is inadmissible. 


He claims it is a theory that has never 


been adopted even by America and can- 
not be applied in the present case because 
it is not a part o! the international code. 


But in President Cleveland's message 


he stands firmly for the enforcement of 
Monroe doctrine regardless of the Euro- 
pean international code. 


'If that code is to be extended to Amer-. 


ics, it must be revised at once and made to 
include the new principle, j 


"Whether England likes it or not this 


principle will be maintained, and at present 
the prospect indicates a determination on 
the part of all the South American repub- 
lics to 'join the United States in the en- 
forcement of that doctrine. 


Nobody "believes tliiit England would go 


to war with this country, even it she lost 
all her Venezuelan 
possessions unless 


she were backed by Itussia or some other 
first-rate Enropeanpower which she is not 
likely, to be for they all hate'England. 


But even in the face of such a formida- 


ble combination the United States will en- 
force the Monroe doctrine, will make it a 
fixed principle of our national policy so 
that hereafter no European power -will 
dare to violate it. 


AH along the northern frontier is a line 


of English forts ready to open fire upon 
the United States. 


If England or some other power got a 


foothold on or nenr,the southern boundary 
this country would be obliged to maintain 
a large standing army ready at any mo- 
ment to take the field. To avoid such 
a necessity, President Cleveland has taken 
the proper stand and every loyal citizen 
•will stand ready to give his life if- neces- 
sary to sustain him in defending the na- 
tion's honor, in providing for its future 
greatness and guarding its glorious des- 
Uhy."

LIFE OF ALEXANDER COLLIE 


LIKE A TALE OF UOMANCE. 


Made m Large Fortune Daring the ClTlI 


War—I.ost All 
Tlironch Speculation* 


Fled From £ncland and I>led In Fov- 
•rty In ITew Tort. 


Two men were- tho only mourners at the 


funoral sorvico ovor the body of Alexander 
Collio, a man who a few years ago vras 
fcuown In overy European capital. 
In tho 


• civil war. he was a noted blockade runner, 


•who established quarters at Wilmington, 


I N. G. Under the guns of Fort Fisher this 
| blockade king carried on a thriving trade 
! in tho contraband articles of war and ex- 


ported tho cotton of the south. Tho house 
which hu established at Wilmington was 
nn abudo of luxury. Hover did ohampagno 
flow so freely, never was hospitality more 
lavish thnn in the home of tho blockade 
kiug. Thoro tho loaders of the southern 
Confederacy met to take counssl together. 


Collie, who at one time could have drawn 


his check for millions of dollars, diiirt a.few 
days ago almost destitute, and his funeral 
expenses viaio paid by a fton of an old 
friiind. 
Ho died at tho Colonial hotel, in 


Now York. Bxit for the fact that through 
some friends ho hod been ablo to collect a 
small .amount on an old claim ho would 
have been unablo to pay hln. board bill. 
Thiiro in no name: on tho coffin plato, for 
ho died under the assumed name of George 
McNeil. 


Wilmington,.N. C., was noted in the 


civil war for Its blockade runners, and fa- 
mous Fort Fisher, at the mouth.of Capo 
Fear river, .commanded then by a young 
Virginia.officer, Colonel.Willinm Luinu, 
was the favorite gateway into tho harbor. 
Among tlio English houses who woro enr 
gaged in blockade running, and-owning by 
far the largest fleet of splendid steamers 
w»3 that of Alexander Collie &. Co., the 
reputation and high commercial.standing 
of which was at the time world wide. 
Their vessels were tho fleetest, finest nnd 
best equipped for tho sorvico for which 
they were designods eluding the United 
States blockading cruisers. 


Alexander Collie's home in London, sit- 


uated in Kensington Gardens, was one of 
princely hospitality.1 It was gorgeously 
fitted up, had .a corps of liveried servants, 
and the entertainments given there were 
on the most extravagant and lavish scale. 
This grand establishment was especially 
made tho home.of tho Confederate officials 
and friends of the Confederacy in Eng- 
land, and Mr. Collie had often as his 
guests ox-United States Senator J. M. 
Mason, the Confederate commissioner to 
England, and Mr. Slidell, tho Confederate 
representative to France. In Wilmington, 
N. C., tho firm leased one of tho hand- 
somest ho.uses in that city. 


Following their successful trade and 


speculations during tho war Alexander 
Collie & Co. went into the cotton and cot- 
ton goods trade, establishing, -branch 
houses in Egypt, British India, Australia 
and South America. Operations were be- 
gun on n gigantic.scale, and in an effort to 
corner cotton goods iu all the markets of 
tho world, somewhere in the. early seven- 
ties, Collio.made tbo largest failure known 
in tho history of commerce. His liabilities 
above his available assets wore £4.0,000,- 
000, equivalent to 8200,000,000. 
' 


Alexander Collie, the head of the house, 


who was held responsible for tho failure, 
had- to flue .from .England, and he was 
spirited away, to the private yacht of -a 
friend, in which ho sailed to Barcelona, 
Spain. His flight from England caused 
an immense sensation, and . though, pur- 
sued by creditors and detectives he suc- 
cessfully eluded them.. From .Spain ho 
went direct to South Amoric/j, and in a 
few..yoarsreappeared at the White Sulphur 
Springs as a traveling artist—-Seorgo Wc- 
2soil by name. 
He was there, recognized 


by GeorguPetflrkin Grant, a wealthy Eng- 
lishman, who owns a handsome estate on 
whioh he built a beautiful residence about 
two miles from.the springs. 


Mr. Grant kept Collie's secret, and ho 


remained in tlmt.vicViity for several years. 
He afterward went'co ..Richmond, where, 
owing to his knowledge of finances, ho be- 
came associated with the late Colonel H. 
C. Pasons, James.G. Blaine, General But- 
ler and'others in the .Richmond and Allo- 
ghany railroad, which corporation ac- 
quired the farnous James .river and.ITa'n- 
nwha canal, in .Virginia, and which had 
for its roadbed the towpath of tho canal.. 


Prosperous for a time, ho projected oth- 


er railroads, but misfortune seemed to fol- 
low him, and finally ho became again em- 
barrassed 
and 
comparatively without

Whip the "whites of tha eggs to a froth

I .shall simply speak to 
you briefly on the three eras into which 1 
divide that history. 


The first era included that period of our

The second ora followed the revolution. A 


free press reared its heud then, and tho op- 
portunities it offered to politicians and politi- 
cal parties wero eagerly seized. From thac 
time until the Sun and Hurald were started' 
horo in STow York in the e<irly SOj the press, 
as a -whole, wa^ largely indebted to poli- 
ticians and political parties for its aupporB 
and what limited dov'elopmeat it recorded. 


It has grown greater aud broader in every 


direction since that period. It Uas vindicated 
and illustrate'd its name. It U more educa- 
tional, though laid dormatic. It is broader 
than ever, because -it has become too vast a 
concern to bo the mere instrument of uny siur; 
glo personality or small clique, however power- 
ful. 
It has become a property instead of a 


plnythins:. 
It in devoted to the. public welfare, and is 


more clearly representative of the people, be- 
cause is is too great to live upon the favor "of a 
few, as it once did. It is more independent 
and'fairer in politics, because to attain the first 
rank it must have the respect of all parties. 
Ko mere organ of any party is a leader among 
the newspapers of any city today. 


The press is more scrupulous and conserva- 


tive than evsr beforo, because an immense 
capital is always at stake. It is more influen- 
tial than ever, because its. opinions curry the 
xveiitht of business sagacity, and success 
well as of intellectual acumen. 


This is the centennial year of that free 
American commerce which gave birth to tho 
newspaper, as we understand the term, yet 
this is not by any means The centennial of the 
newspaper. We shall have to await'another 
50 years for that occasion. Afc the time of in- 
dependence there were only !«! journals in all 
•the United Stutes— today we have nearly half 
ot the 50,000 newspapers published in tho 
world. 
The British public is fed largely on parlia-
